than our years. We can depend upon this spirit to 
sustain us and to impart to us whatever we need 
for dealing with the experience ahead of us. 

It may seem more comfortable to persist in our 
own way of looking at things and doing them, but 
this is not the way to grow. Every occasion to 
contend for our way of believing or doing is an 
Opportunity to look at life from another stand- 
point and to examine our thoughts and beliefs in 
the light of our new perspective. It may very well 
be that what we then discover will have advan- 
tages that we shall want to incorporate into our 
life. In any case our broadened vision will stand 
us in good stead. 

It may seem easier to leave an unpleasant per- 
son alone than to put forth the effort it takes to 
pierce his unpleasant exterior and to find the real 
person living there. But everyone who has the 
faith and courage and love to do this has not only 
had his faith in the person justified but has in- 
creased his faith in all humanity. 

Actually to avoid developing our abilities is 
never the easy way out. As long as we do not know 
how to meet life adequately we are likely to be 
subjected to the discomforts that anger, hurt feel- 
ings, resentment, confusion, and unhappiness 
bring us. Though it takes effort and continual 
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growth to come into a knowledge and command 
of the qualities and abilities that we need in order 
to live a happy, successful, harmonious life, it is 
the far easier and more joyful way. 

A word picture of the kind of person we want 
to be might serve to help us: This person is lov- 
ing and gracious and kind; anyone can turn to 
him without fear of criticism or reproach. He is 
generous of mind and heart, and it is easy for 
him to give help and praise and approval. This 
person is a seeker after the true way of life, but 
he does not believe that his own ideas alone are 
true. When he sees the virtue of others he has the 
ability to give up gracefully the ideas he has cher- 
ished. This person does not feel superior or aloof. 
He is just. He is responsible. He is flexible enough 
to adapt himself easily to change. Without vaunt- 
ing any superiority he is confident of his value to 
God and the world. 

Coming of age is a continual pressing on, as 
Paul said, toward the goal of a very high calling, 
that of becoming all that we are potentially capa- 
ble of being. While the full extent of our capa- 
bilities is not yet known to us, we do know that 
right where we are, in the midst of the people and 
the circumstances that surround us, we are on the 
way to coming of age in mind and body, in heart, 
soul, and spirit. 













A Good Medicine

HARLES FILLMORE, cofounder of Unity, 
( when conducting meetings must often 

have realized what a serious and intent 
audience he faced, for these people before him 
came not to be entertained but to be helped and 
healed. They came seeking life itself. They came 
seeking and expecting to find new light and un- 
derstanding. 

Mr. Fillmore must have thought many times of 
these words from Proverbs as he looked at the 
strained, tense faces of his audience: “A cheerful 
heart is a good medicine”; for he never failed to 
put his audience in a relaxed and cheerful frame 
of mind. He helped them to be receptive to great 
truths by lightening their hearts with little humor- 
ous stories. 

When we are earnestly seeking spiritual en- 
lightenment and understanding, when we have 
some great need of healing or supply or emotional 
control it might be well for us to imagine that we 
are a Truth teacher looking out over the audience 
of our thoughts. We see our needs and desires in 
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a different perspective when we do this. We are 
better able to be objective in our view. Like an 
understanding Truth teacher we are not condem- 
natory or intolerant toward these thoughts of ours 
because they are so strained and unhappy, so con- 
fused and bewildered. We look upon them with 
compassion. We are able to give them the good 
medicine they need, faith, understanding, assur- 
ance of God’s unfailing help. We are able to in- 
spire them, to lift them up, to help them see 
many, many reasons for believing in God's good- 
ness. We are able to teach our thoughts to let go 
of despair, we are able to inject new life into them, 
to put a new spirit into them. We are the cheerful 
heart that can minister to our own distressed 
thoughts and emotions. 

Every day Unity receives hundreds of letters 
telling about the wonderful results that have been 
accomplished through faith and prayer. It is in- 
deed a cheerful heart that can write as one woman 
wrote recently: “For the first time I know what 
it means to be a loved and protected child of the 
Most High. I thank you, dear friends, for your 
most holy prayers, which He on high must delight 
to answer. Never have I felt such peace, such 
happiness, such security!” 

We can begin teaching and helping our 
thoughts and emotions at any time. We are never 
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too old or too young to learn spiritual truths. 

In speaking about the help she has found 
through Unity a young woman says: “I am indeed 
fortunate in having discovered Unity while I am 
young. Now I have a lifetime before me to reap 
the benefits of your wonderful work.” Another 
woman tells how she revolutionized her thinking 
at the age of seventy-seven. At eighty she looks 
back on her three years of spiritual experience and 
says that the Truth teachings have transformed 
what she had feared would be a bored old age 
into a cheerful and joyous one! 

It might seem that a person with a mental dis- 
order would be beyond help, would not be able to 
take control of his thoughts and emotions, but this 
is not true. Unity has many reports of persons who 
have found sanity and peace of mind through dis- 
covering their spiritual nature, through discovering 
the overcoming power in them. 

There was one woman who had suffered a 
nervous breakdown and had been confined in a 
State institution. Someone sent her Unity litera- 
ture, and through the Unity teachings she grad- 
ually began to find her way back to normality. 
Through these teachings she learned that she had 
the power to overcome fear, jealousy, suspicion. 
She found her true self; she was able to be loving 
and forgiving in her heart. When this sense of in- 
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ner freedom came she knew that she was healed, 
she knew that she would be released from the 
hospital, as she shortly was. 

Silent Unity conducts healing meetings at which 
they pray for all the people who turn to them for 
help. In a sense when we pray individually we 
conduct healing meetings. The members of our 
healing meetings are our thoughts, which pass on 
the message of Truth and light to our emotions, 
even to the cells of our body. Every part of us 
feels the uplifting power of our prayers, every 
part of us rejoices in our realization of oneness 
with God. 

In a sense if we think of our prayer period as 
a healing meeting for our thoughts we accomplish 
far more, for we are able to take spiritual control 
as a spiritual leader. We do not wander away 
with the truant thoughts; we do not fear with the 
fearful thoughts; we do not weep with the sor- 
rowing thoughts; we do not doubt with the skep- 
tical thoughts. We stand with the Christ nature, 
with God's Spirit in us, and we are able to uplift 
and instruct and guide our thoughts. 

To the wandering thoughts we say, “Stand still, 
and see the salvation of Jehovah.” To the fear- 
ful thoughts we say: “There is nothing to fear. 
God is our defense and our deliverance.” To the 
sorrowing thoughts we say: “Let not your heart be 
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troubled, neither let it be fearful.’ “Lo, I am with 
you always.’ To the doubting thoughts we say, 
“Prove me now herewith . . . if I will not open 
you the windows of heaven, and pour you out a 
blessing, that there shall not be room enough ¢o 
receive it.” 

You can teach Truth to your thoughts, you can 
teach cheerfulness to your heart, for you are one 
with the very Spirit of God, who is all wisdom, all 
love, all life, all power!
